At 7:30 the children were led out by 
person whom lh» jail officials thought_was 
bo wife ot the prisoner.

ailer came to Pierola's cell. The prisoner 
as in bed. At daybreak tha next morn- 
ng all the prisoners turned np except 
lerola. 
His cell was visited and bis wife 


was found snogly wrapped np in the bed- 
lotbing.

o Callao. From there be went to a little 
illage father down the coast, where be 
emained secluded for some time. He 
hen caught a Pacific Mail steamer and 
,ame to New York. Since be was seen 
lete nothing has been heard of him. It is 
>elieved that he bas eono to San Francisco.
